Low bidder for the locomotives 
was the Japanese Rolling Stock 
Export Co. 
of Tokyo at $81,470 
apiece. 
High bidder, 
at $178,200 
each, was the Baldwin-Lima-Ham- 
ilto Corp. of Philadelphia. 
A Belgian firm was low for the 
freight cars. Two American firms 
were high for these cars. 
* 
Stassen said the decision, still 
subject to being worked out with 
the Indian g o v e r n m e n t , was 
reached with the guidance of new 
foreign aid legislation which re­ 
quires taking into account Ameri­ 
can industries which have an un­ 
employment problem. 
No Precedent 
Stassen told newsmen the action 
does not set any precedent. He 
said the Foreign Operations Ad­ 
ministration has not abandoned its 
practice 
of buying on 
the 
free 
world m arket at the lowest avail­ 
able price. 
"If the U. S. economy continues 
to pick up and we do not have 
more specialized employment prob­ 
lem s," Stassen said, "we will be 
back on a more strict world-wide 
competitive basis.’* 
Stassen said the 50-50 division 
will call for spending about 7 mil­ 
lion dollars more than the 20 mil­ 
lion dollars already granted to In­ 
dia for the project. 
He 
said 
many probems 
were 
raised in the maneuver. Some of 
these, he said, include the possibil­ 
ity of buying fewer locomotives 
and cars, renegotiating prices al­ 
ready bid by both United * States 
and foreign firms, and dividing the 
work among several bidders. 
However, he said, the contracts

He said his agency has as yet 
received no final expression from 
the Indian government which, he 
added, could conceivably reject the 
proposal.

621 MILLION UN 
ROAUS IN MUNTH 


HARRISBURG (Ai—A one month 
record of more than 21 million 
dollars—about 50 per cent higher 
than ever before—was established 
by construction costs in August, 
figures of the State Highways De­ 
partment showed today. 
E. L. Schmidt, highway* secre­ 
tary, set the August expenditure 
for new roads, reconstruction of 
ok! roads, resurfacing and widen­ 
ing at $21,194,000. The total also 
raised the eight month expenditures 
this year to an all time high of 
$92,346,000. 
Last year, the previous bests, 
some 144 millions were spent In 
August and the eight month total 
was $73,839,000. 
Schmidt said the records were 
partly due tor excellent construction 
weather w'hich has allowed better 
then expected progress on a large 
number of projects, now under 
way. 
“This in turn,” said Schmidt, 
“Is giving motorists much needed 
improvements earlier than other­ 
wise w’ould be the case.” 
Capital Improvement 
C. H. Buckius, the departm ent’s 
chief engineer, pointed out that the 
total includes only capital improve­ 
ments and not maintenance costs.

PITTSBURGH CP—'The CIO In­

The union seeks a substantial 
wage boost. Rates under the old 
contract have not been revealed.

The 
same offer was accepted by the 
Independent U n i t e d Electrical 
Workers, representing 17,000 West­ 
inghouse -workers. 
A CIO-IUE spokesman said the 
union *‘ia insisting that the wage 
increase should be an across-the- 
board increase.” 
A union spokesman said the cor­ 
poration wants a 15J2 month con­ 
tract and any wage increase re­ 
troactivity to Aug. 2. 
He added the union’s traditional 
position on contracts is for one year 
only and that the union wants the 
wage increase retroactive to June 
30. 
A union spokesman said major

EASEMOVINGDAY 
WITH PLANNING 
BEFORE BIG DAY

Moving day is a back-breaking 
chore. As a m atter of fact long 
before the big day the lady of the 
house is quite at her wit’s end 
organizing the multitude of loose 
ends to move to a new home. 
Many women preier to do the 
entire job themselves. But most 
moving companies offer the serv­ 
ices of the mvoing man to help 
with the packing as well as the 
moving. If you give him a floor 
plan of the new home heil even 
set the furniture down where you 
want it. If you can’t afford to 
turn the entire job over to a pro­ 
fessional mover, your moving man 
will tell you how to organize your 
efforts and belongings. 
There are things which may be 
done long in advance. Plan to leave 
all yellowed magazines and letters. 
Clean out attic, cupboards ’’and 
closets. Wash stored clothes, blank­ 
ets, draperies and other extras 
that might be dusty. Wash china 
and glassware. Suds off luggage 
and closet equipment—bags, boxes, 
shoe bags — so no dust will be 
carted off to the new home. 
Handlln Rugs 
Small rugs, slipcovers, window 
dressings may be laundered a week 
or so before moving and put on 
hangers ready to move to the new 
home. Rugs too big for the washer 
may be scrubbed clean on the 
floor with soapsuds and stiff brush. 
When dry, they may be rolled up 
so that movlng-day traffic won’t 
soil them.

GROWTH THROUGH 
USEFUL WORK 
Colossians 3:23-24 
I Thesolonians 4:10-11 
t Thessalonians 3:6-13 
Key Verse: Whatever your task, 
work heartily, as serving the Lord 
and not men. Colossians 3:23 
A discussion of the work we en­ 
gage in may be approached from 
several angles. What wages do we 
receive; how many hours per day; 
how safe; what chances for pro­ 
motion? And so on. Our approach 
is by way of the question how may 
useful work promote our spiritual 
and moral growth? 
We turn to the Bible. We find 
much about work and workers. It 
all began because of the wilful­ 
ness of the first couple. They were 
disobedient 
and 
the punishment 


pronounced was that they were to 
earn their bread by the sweat of 
their brows. All through many cen­ 
turies down to our day the Lord's 
sentence has been effective. But 
the curse of it had at least In part 
vanished. Men must work for a 
living but have found it endurable. 
They have found even joy in their 
labors. So if the Bible is read with 
the aim of learning about work 
one finds that it is an accepted lot 
of mankind. Indeed, in many re­ 
spects. it has become a blessing 
and not a curse. 
Paul, in writing to the Colossian 
Christians, urged a new attitude 
towards 
work; 
“Whatever 
your 
task, work heartily, as serving the 
Lord and not men.” Paul gave 
this counsel to men who were 
slaves. In spite of their lot they 


were to be honest workmen for 
the Lord’s sake. Dr. Henry Van 
Dyke has a pertinant line in his 
poem the Gospel of Labor: “Who 
does Ills best shall have as his 
guest, the Master of light and 
life.” Many problems develop in 
the field of labor and industry. 
They are more readily solved when 
approached in the spirit of Jesus. 
After the incident of our first 
parents in the Garden of Eden 
God decreed that man should work 
for his living. And Jesus accepted 
that law as did Paul and others. 
Jesus was known as the “Carpen­ 
ter” and as the “Carpenter’s spn.” 
We may assume that He worked 
and contributed to the family bud­ 
get. He engaged in useful work In 
the Nazareth community. Every 
boy, according to Hebrew custom, 
had to learn a trade to assure 
himself of a livehood; also to avoid 
the temptation of stealing. Jesus 
blessed labor by the practice of it. 
In His manhood He worked as a 
teacher and as a physician,, He 
labored often to the point of weari­ 
ness. Always He aimed to enrich 


the spiritual lift of those He helped. 
Paul took advantage of every op­ 
portunity to emphasize the moral 
and spiritual values in beneficial 
labor. He believed the workman 
was worthy of his hire. But he 
was a weaver by trade and often 
worked at the loom. The occasions 
varied. * While he was with the 
Thessalonians he worked at his 
trade night and day as a rebuke 
to the idleness of some among 
them. At other times he declined 
gifts because of the poverty of 
those who offered them. He sup­ 
ported himself by weaving or tent- 
making. He is a notable example 
of the dignity of labor and the 
necessity of it. But always he 
stressed the moral values involved. 
He was sharp and direct in his 
instruction: “If any one will not 
work, let him not eat.” Idleness 
in itself is wrong and leads to 
greater wrongs. Therefore, “work 
with your hands—mind your own 
affairs.” 
Times have changed and occupa­ 
tions vary. But one query is al­ 
ways important: 
does my work 


contribute to my spiritual growth?

At that tim e the first fair was 
j held as a one-day show' at Arendts­ 
ville Union Sunday School picnic 
j grounds. In fact the idea of a fair 


started among a group of men at­ 
tending the picnic. 
Popularity Grew 
The late E. A. Rice, then a teach­ 
er 
at 
Arendtsville 
Vocational 
school, 
was 
named 
as 
peneral 
m anager of the show because he 
was the only one present fam iliar 
with fairs. He had taken part in 
agricultural “ round-ups” held in 
Franklin County. 
Septem ber 
26. 
1922, 
the 
first 
South Mountain Fair was held, with 
nine 
departm ents — horses 
and 
muie» dairy cattie, swine, grains, 
vegetables, fruits culinary, need­ 
lework and school exhibits. Some 
5.000 turned out to see the display 
of the choicest of Adams County 
agriculture, and they liked the idea 
of a fair very much. 
In succeeding years the number 
of days for the fair was increased. 
as the show grew larger and larg­ 
er and attracted more and more 
exhibitors and spectators. 
With the success of the first fair 
the founding group decided to be- 
coma a more perm anent organiza­ 
tion—it they were going to contin­ 
ue holding a fair each year. M

Interest Center At Fair

For Hundreds Of Young Folk 


For more than 400 youngsters 
throughout the county the "im­ 
portant” part of the South Moun­ 
tain Fair Is the section devoted to 
the 4-H Clute. 
For members of the 17 home eco­ 
nomics clubs the big attractions are 
the group displays which each club 
places, and the individual exhibits, 
which depict the best produced by 
the „oung women and in which the 
Individuals compete. 
Judging of the club exhibits will 
be based on effectiveness in catching 
attention, effectiveness in holding 
interest, general 
appearance and 
ease of transportng. Each of the 
chibs is given a three foot space 
and the girls seek to outdo each 
other in providing attractive dis­ 
plays showing their work. ,or some 
phase of 4-H achievement, within 
the three-foot limits. 
Bfg Livestock Section 
For 
other 
youngsters 
the 
big 
events are the livestock displays. 
Ten prizes are to be awarded for 
baby beef competition. $7.50 for first. 
$6 second. $5 third. $4 fourth. $3 
fifth, and $2 each for sixth through 
tenth places. 
In the dairy cattle event first 
prize will be $7.50. second $6. third, 
$5, fourth $4 and fifth $3. 
Ten prizes will be awarded for 
feeder pigs, with first prize $5. sec­ 
ond $4. third $3. fourth $2 and 
lifth through tenth, $1 each. 
A special event this year will be 
a fitting and showing contest, the 
first time in a number of years 
th at such a contest has been held 
for the 4-H youngsters. Judging 


will be on the condition of the 
animals for showing phis the m an­ 
ner in which the youngsters handle 
the animals, and the awards will be 
$10 for first prize, $7 for second 
and $5 for third place. 
Home "Ec” Display* 
Hundreds of exhibits are sched­ 
uled to be placed for the indi­ 
vidual 4-H hom<' economics contests, 
with 248 girls enrolled in the 17 
clubs in the county—and practically 
all will be represented by articles 
at the fair. 
Judging among the home eco­ 
nomics exhibits will be on the D an­ 
ish system of aw*ard. All exhibits 
that merit a blue ribbon will receive 
that plus a 75 sent m onetary prize. 
Those worthy of a red gibbon will 
be given the ribbon and a premium 
of 50 cents. Those meriting a white 
ribbon will receive th at plus 25 cents 
rn cadi. And where the judges feel 
th a t no award should be given— 
none is granted. Members of the 
Child Care clubs will be entering 
toys for pre-school age children, 
scrapbooks for pre-school age chil­ 
dren and garm ents for the pre­ 
school child, all made by the 4-H 
club members themselves.

NOT TO HURT 
FAIR DISPLAY 
OF VEGETABLES 


While 
dry 
w eather 
affected 
growth of vegetables throughout 
the county, South M ountain F air 
officials say this y e a r’s exhibits 
In the Vegetable division of the 
fair will be up to p ar and in some 
instances will be better than in 
prior years. 
Because 
while 
quantity 
m ay 
have been cut, as well as quality 
In general, the best of the vege­ 
table produced are being entered 
in the fair. 
Five prizes are being offered in 
the home garden displays. The home 
garden exhibits consist of ten or 
m ore kinds of fresh vegetables a r­ 
ranged in a 12 quart or larger con- 
t a i n e r 
V a r i e t y 
labels 
are 
placed 
on 
the 
containers. 
The 
prizes range from 
$5 for first 
place down to $1 for fifth place. 
Many Awards Offered 
Sim ilar prizes. $5 first, $4 second. 
$3 third. $2 fourth and $1 fifth are 
listed for the canning tom atoes 
entries. The tomatoes are placed 
in H bushel baskets, are of uni­ 


form variety, with stem s rem oved. 
Prizes are $1 first, 75 cents 
second and 50 cents third In the 
single varieties section, including 
the one for children 12 years and 
under. That event is for the m ost 
unusual or odd vegetable and us­ 
ually the youngsters come up with 
strange shaped vegetables. 
Didn’t Miss Any 
P late displays will be of bush 
or pole snap beans, green lima 
beans in pods, one pint of shelled 
soup beans, five each of beets, car­ 
rots, 
slicing cucum bers, 
onions, 
flat, globe and bottle, green pep­ 
pers, sweet red peppers, hot red 
peppers, red tom atoes, yellow to­ 
m atoes, turnips, white and yellow 
sweet corn in the husk, sw eet po­ 
tatoes. ten'pickling cucum bers and 
preserving tom atoes. 
Single specimens are desired for 
cabbage, Chinese cabbage, m usk­ 
melon, 
sum m er 
squash, 
acorn 
squash, 
round 
pumpkin, 
neck 
pumpkin, egg plant and w aterm el­ 
on. 
In the green vegetables division 
celery, endive, kale and lettuce, 
all with roots potted in soil are 
entered in the competition.

Contracted "Fair Fever" Early 


Among the largely anonymous 
group serving behind-the-scenes at 
the South Mountain Fair are a hus­ 
band and wife team with an aggre­ 
gate apan of service totaling 40 
years. 
The couple, Mr. and Mrs. Walter 
M. Frederick—whose “teamwork” 
appears at odds with the executive 
position each holds—contend they’ 
had “fair fever” ever since 1934 
when they Initially were introduced 
to the enterprising South Mountain 
Association. 
Moving to Adams County from 
J the industrial town of Fairchance, 
^ P a ., (Fayette County), the Frede­ 
ricks claim they were immediate­ 
ly made aware of “the place of 
the county fair in a typically Amer­ 
ican community. 
Never Wore Off 
‘T o put it frankly,” Mrs. Frede­ 
rick said, “The fascination of being 
a part of the fair has never worn 
off." 
It is with Walt Frederick’s work 
the eager fairgoer first comes in 
contact on entering the fairground 
premises. 
Chairman of the ticket and prize 
ribbon committees for the 
last 
eight years, he directs the order­ 
ing of general admission, compli­ 
mentary, and season tickets, as 
well as assuring exhibit winners 
appropriate rewards. 
Mrs. Frederick, nee Margaret 
Jennewine, a native of Morgan­ 
town, W. Va., oversees the oper­ 
ations of the Needlework Depart­ 
ment. Her initiative in this position 
in the last three years is claimed 
to have more than doubled interest 
in home sewing. 
Attended West Virginia 
Mr. Frederick, an employe of 
the Knouse Foods Corp., has at­ 
tended both West Virginia Uni­ 
versity and a Pittsburgh art school. 
Th# placing of ticket sellers at all 
gates and midway entertainment 
booths falls under his jurisdiction. 
•These posts,” he said, "require 
youths who have had experience 
at making change—usually high 
school seniors or clerks.” 
This year, he said, some 15.000 
tickets are expected to be distri­ 
buted at the fairground entrances, 
for midway rides, and at conces­ 
sioner*! exhibtt buildings. 
Mr*. Frederick, a graceful wo­ 
man of softly m odulated accent, 
directs the registration 
and ar­ 
rangement of hundreds of needle­ 
work exhibits which include: em ­ 
broidery, 
crocheting.

quilting, bed spreads, braided and 
hooked rugs, plain sewing m achine 
sewing, hand looms, needlepoint, 
cross stitching, and appliqued work. 
She is assisted by a com m ittee ot 
ten ladies.

The Fredericks are the parents 
of two boys, Albert 21, a graduate 
of Gettysburg College in 1954, and 
John, who attended Penn State 
University last year but who ex­ 
pects to enter the air force this 
fall. 
Mr. Frederick belongs to the Up­ 
per Adams Lions Club and the 
Gettysburg Masons. Mrs. Frede­ 
rick is a member of the Gettysburg 
Order of the Eastern Star. Both 
are active in community affairs 
—and collectively or individually 
they are grand people to know.
